2. The inventions Usted as Groups I and 11 do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13 .1 because, under PCT Rule 13 .2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: While the Group I invention relates to a general 
structure of a semiconductor device, the Group II invention describes a separate inventive 
concept. The special technical features of the Group II invention revolve around the complex 
process and apparatuses for making a semiconductor device including pre-treating the surface of 
a semiconductor substrate, storing the samples in a CVD reactor, pre-tempering the samples, 
supplying a doping gas during cooUng, and applying a partially monocrystalline emitter layer 
with the addition of silane and doping gat at a particular temperature range. These processes 
comprise unique features not present in the Group I invention.
